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Examiner' s Response 

1. The proposed amendment raises new issues because "modulated 
data signal" and "carrier signal" were not previously present in 
the independent claims. This new language requires further 
consideration and/or search. 

2. Applicant argues that MacLellan lacks applicant's claim 
limitation of the base station outputting the carrier signal 
until there is a response from the mobile base station to allow 
the base station to save power by outputting the carrier signal 
only until it receives a response from the mobile station. This 
argument is not persuasive because the claim language "until" 
does not require " only until" in view of the open "comprising" 
language in the preamble. Further, the claims are interpreted 
in light of applicant's disclosure as originally filed, that 
shows the downlink carrier in fig. 5A continuing after uplink 
data in fig. 5B. Paragraph 0024 of the specification discusses 
these figures without any discussion of stopping the carrier 
when a response is received. Also, the specification does not 
discuss the argued object of saving power. Transmitting a 
continuous -wave (CW) radio signal after transmitting the 
downlink message in col. 1 lines 25-35 of MacLellan corresponds 
to applicant's paragraph 0024.
